Im East Jerusalem, pro-Jordan 
former District Governor Anwar el- 
Khatib and former Amman Minister 
of Defence Anwar Nusseibeh are the 
most influential figures. Elsewhere, 
the West Bank can be divided into 
three distinct regions—Nablus, Ra- 
mallah, and Hebron.

‘The Nablus leadership has been the 
most active of late, with former Jor- 
danian Foreign Minister Kadri Tou- 
kan the most prominent of a number 
of “private” visitors to Arab capitals. 
The trips are believed to have been 
made on the initiative of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, which 
apparently wants to build up its po- 
Uitical base after the dismal failure 
of the terrorists to get results. But 
the Nabulsis, many of ‘whom share 
a strong anti-Hashemite feeling, are 
too divided by family suspicions to 
present a united front.

— Presi- 
dent Nixon gave clear warning tu 
management and labour on Monday 
that he intends to get tough in his 
efforts to battle inflation by im- 
Posing wage controls on govern- 
ment-sponaored construction work. 

The White House announced the

@overning wages patd on gfovetu- 
ment-financed building jobs which οἱ 
ficials estimate amount to about one- 
third of the $90,000m. worth of 
coustruction projects at present un- 
der way in the U.S. 

Labour's immediate reaction was 
hostile, and construction industry 
chiefs said the President's measures 
would be ineffective and inadequate. 

The President, however, rejected 
the idea of a general freeze on 
wages and prices throughout the 
construction industry. 

Under the suspended legislation 
men employed on government con- 
struction work are paid at the pre- 
vailing ‘local wage rate, which 
usually means the highest scale for 
Private projects. 

Wrong in principle 

One result of the move could be 
that contractors will be -able to 
make lower bids for federal jobs. 

Mr. George Meany, president of 
the A.F.L.-C.1.0. 
tion, said the action was wrong in 
Principle and decidedly _ one-si- 


ded. “It attempts to correct the na- : 


tional economic problem— mass 
unemployment in a period of infla- 
tion — brought about by the unwise 
monetary and fiscal policies of the 
President and his advisers, by pena- 
lising a single Segment of the 
working population,” he said in a 
statement. 

On th. management side, the As- 
sociation of General Contractors, the 
Jargest organisation representing the 
building industry, said the Presi- 
dent's remedy was “disappointing and 
inadequate.”

‘The situation is not new. For se- 
veral years now we have witnessed 
8. booming economy going hand in 
hand with a drooping share market. 
Several reasons are given for this 
‘paradox, They included: 

Diminishing profits. 

Diminishing ' profits, deapite full 
employment and ine: turn- 
overs, resulting from . substantial 
eee inoreases and heavy taxation; 

competition by high-yielding 
short- and long-term government 
bonds; lack of interest on the part 
of speculators who have had their 
fingers burned many times; and last 
but not least, uncertain. political 
conditions. 

Although these reasons would ap- 
pear valid enough a closer exami- 
nation reveals, that the profitability 
of many enterprises has improved 
recently and that the yield on shares 
now compares rather favourably 
with that on bonds. 

Contrary to earlier beliefs, many 
enterprises have been able to. offset 
the undoubtedly seriously raised 
costs by a substantial increase of 
turnovers, improved efficiency and 
higher prices.

. SANDBERG FAVOURS PROFIT-SHARING AS REWARD FOR EFFICIENCY

ὕδρας mew’ taxes be imposed in 

the coming fiscal year? The 
Budget says no — but this gesture 
of abstinence is conditional. Tf reve- 
nue turns out to be as atated 
and expenditure as Stated, then no 
extra levies are. needed, 

In fact, three good reasons im- 
peril the tax-freeze. There is a 
‘gaping IL180m. deficit in the bud- 
get of the local. authorities, which 
has to be bridged somehow. Se- 
econdly, there will be a bigger de- 
ficit still in the State Budget, be- 
cause the Government's expenditure 
ks’ turning out larger then tahulat- 
ed (due to wage increases for the 
teachers, nurses, professionals), and 
revenue is likely to be less than 
planned (since both employers and 
labour are sticking {n their heels 
against buying’ 200m. of saving 
bonds). 


Couniter steps 
Finally, wages in the economy 
show; si; 


In all three'scases, the problem 
is wages, whith inflate costs. Why 
must excessivediwage hikes entail 
tax hikes? We approached Mr. 
Moshe ‘Sandberg. with this query. 
He is thrice. qualified to answer, 
first, as the Treasury's principal 
economic adviser; then as head 
(under Mr. Sapir) of the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, which 
deals with prices; finally, as Chair- 
man of both3the Industrial De- 
velopment Bi and (most recent- 
ly) the Industrial finance Com- 
pany, which makes him a leading 
authority in.the field of invest- 
ment, “Surely you cannot cure in- 
flation by inflation,” we asked. 
“wage hikes ‘put up prices. But 


80 do tax ‘hikes. According to the 
man-in-the-street, the remedy is 
worse than the malady.” 

Neither -of the two processes 
15’ welcome, Mr. Sandberg agrees: 
“If wages go up by more than 
output, they inflate prices. If the 
Government taxes goods, that puts 
up prices too. 

“But if the Government stands 
aside and does nothing, that also 
generates inflation, and~-the most 
damaging kind of all. 

“ΑΔ. big wage increase affects 
prices by distending costs. But it 
also magnifies demand, which 
boosts prices a second time. If 
taxes are increased, then prices 
will go up once only, from the 
costs side.” 

It is important to halt price in- 
flation, a purpose best achieved, of 


course, by wage restraint. if 
salaries go up no faster’ than 
production, then prices will be 


Stable. Tf prices do start scaling 
up, victims are those with fixed 
incomes, mainly the poor, who 
have the least power to improve 
their earnings. 

Taxes check Inflation, because 
they prevent a one-time price rise 
from becoming 8 price spiral. 
“That is why we cannot waive the 
IL200m. of compulsory savings” 
(mow being queried by the Histad- 
rut and the employers). “The money 
is needed to keep price inflation 
down — on condition the Govern- 
ment does not use the revenue for 
any new spending of its own," 
Mr, Sandberg cautioned. 

“But lebour'’s share of the  na- 
tional income has fallen,” we in- 
terjected, “from 88.7 per cent in 
1966. and 1967 to 80.1 per cent, 
according to the Institute for 
Measuring Output and Income. Mr. 
‘Ben-Aharon sees this as indicat- 
ing that wages may be too low, 
not too high.” 

“Statistics do show this decline,”. 
Mr. Sandberg nodded. “But those 


who infer that the worker is 
worse off should by rights be pin- 
ing away for the happler days of 
the mitun (economic recession), 
when ‘wages took 85 per cent 
more of the aational income. 

“What happened in the recession 
is that the national income fell 
— and fell more for capital than 
for labour. Most workers remained 
in employment; they continued re- 
celving much the same wage as 
before. A good number lost their 
jobs, and their income fell, say, 
from IL800 to EL300 a month. The 
worst ‘that could happen in theory 
to a wage-earner if he became 
unemployed is that he might earn 
zero wages, that is, nothing. 

Drop in earnings. 

“But most of the capitalists — 
business companies and the self- 
employed — suffered a fall in 
earnings. A good many showed 
losses and thus faced a negative 
income situation. Ii atatistical 
terms, they earned less than zero 
income.” 

It Is not ‘that wages rose, they 
did not; what happened is that 
profits tumbled, and tumbled badly 
—— below the level that generates 
new investment. The high: propor- 
tion of wages in the national in- 
come, which looks so good in a 
statistical table, was actually the 
symptom of a painful economic 
slump. 

What happened afterwards? 
Wage stability. combined with de- 
ficit budgeting by the Government, 
Teflated: the economy, and profits 
recovered — “too well in 1969,” 
Mr. Sandberg recalls. “But 1 be- 
lieve that policies undertaken by 
the Government in 1970, within the 
framework of the package-deal, re- 
stored the division of income to 
normal proportions, in fact to the 
proportions we were used to be- 
fore the recession.”

TENANT AND THE LAW 


The Supreme Court dismissed ho 

against a judgment of the 

Lo gre District Court delivered 

on February 10, 1970 (in C.C. 3712/ 
69). 

After the Tenancy Tribumal ‘had 
fixed the rent payable for the pre- 
mises owned by the respondents and 
occupled by ‘the appellant, the for- 
mer sued ‘the- latter by sum- 
mary procedure for payment of the 
difference between the. rent ‘he had 
already paid and the rent fixed by 
the Tenancy Tribunal — a sum of 
approximately IL6,220. 

The appellant asked the Tel Aviv 
District Court, before whom the suit 
was brought, to strike it out in 
limine on the grounds that it was 
not suitable to be considered by 
summary procedure; or, alternative- 
ly, to give him leave to defend. 
His application was rejected by the 
Registrar of the District Court who 
ave judgment in favour of the res- 
pondents. The appellant theretipon 
appealed to the Supreme: Court. 

Rule 269 of the; Ctvil’ Procedure 
Rules, 1965, pro that: “The 
following claims may be instituted 
by summary procedure: (1) claims 
for a lquidated demand in money, 
with or without interest, as follows: 
(a) upon a contract. or undertaking, 
express or implied, provided there 18 
written evidence in respect thereof; 
(0) upon a duty to pay a liquidated 
amount of money, arising from an 
express provision of law...” 

Mr. Cohen appeared for the ap- 
pellant and Mr. Z. Drezner for the 
respondents. 


Judgment 

Justice Berinson, who delivered 
the judgment of the Supreme Court, 
considered the appeliant’s argument 
that the present claim fell neither 
within-the bouads of sub-paragraph 
(a) of rule 269 (1) nor of sub- 
paragraph (b) as it was not based 
on any contract or undertaking, or 
on any duty arising from an ex- 
press provision of law, but was 
based on a judgment of the Tenancy 
Tribunal. He was prepared, he held, 
to concede, contrary to the opinion 
of the Registrar of the District Court, 
that the claim did not come within 
the definition οἱ rule 269 (1) (Ὁ) 
since a judgment of the Tenancy 
Tribunal fixing the rent for leased 
premises, does not impose a duty 
to pay a sum of money (as witness 
the fact that it cannot be imple-

The opposite may be true, 
Mr. Sandberg points out. The 
wage-segment is hig in a poor, 
country that is undercapitalixed. 
The more machinery you introduce 
the greater the investment — and 
the smaller (proportionately) the 
share left for labour. “A factory 
with few machines has a hig load 
of wage-costs. A. modern automat- 
ed plant has a big load of capital 
costs — but its workers earn more 
money all the same," he explain- 
ed, 

“Israel is moving towards greater 
mechanisation. The volume of {a- 
vestment is growing faster than the 
volume of employment, so we must 
expect during the coming years fur- 
ther growth ‘in the earnings of ca- 
pital, ‘as a proportion of total in- 
come.” Workers will get a smaller 
percentage of a bigger cake. Para- 
doxically, that is the only way to 
push up living standards. 

Wages were too high in 1966, pro- 
fits were too ‘high in 1969.

Profit-sharing 


There is a better way of dividing 
the nationa) income between wages 
and profits, and that is by dividing 
profits, Mr. Sandberg believes that 
profit-sharing would give workers 
8 stake in the plant’s success. It 
would also reward efficiency all the 
wy down the line. 

Mr. Sandberg advocates the con- 
tinued negotiation of branch-wide 
collective agreements. “They fix the 
general salary level for everybody. 
Over and above that would come 
profit-sharing,, in those companies 
that have profits to share. I think 
such an arrangement would modity 
pressures towards extremist posi- 
tions in wage-bargaining.” 

There is a shortcoming: this sys- 
tem does not work for the public 
service, which makes no profits 
(and no losses either). “‘We must 
think up some way of translating 
the concept of profit-sharing into 
terms that can be applied in ‘the 
non-profit-making sector,” says Mr 
‘Sandberg. 

He adds: “When deciding whe- 
ther to strike, employees of a busi- 
ness undertaking take into account 
whether they will be endangering 
the survival of the enterprise that 
provides their livelihood. This con- 
sideration is not relevant in the 
public service. Bven if the Govern- . 
ment in power should fall, schools, 
hospitals, ports and airfields go on 
operating as before. 

“Strikes in the Government are 
therefore strikes against the public, 
which has to carry the cost. You 
would expect the taxpayer to take 
a dim view of such walkouts — but 
he doesn't. 

“First of all, he has a closer per- 
sonal experience of the schoclteach- 
er, the nurse, the postman; he never 
sées the industrial workers in the 
factory. Second, he does not realise 
the direct connection that exists be- 
tween higher psy for State em- 
ployees, and higher taxes for him-

MASTER PLAN 
CRITICS SAY 
‘NOT SO BAD’ ᾿

SOME of the ‘foreign experts of 
the Jerusalem Committee which 
unanimously condemned the Jerv- 
salem master plan two months ago 
have changed their minds about it. 

These second thoughts were ex- 
pressed in letters sent to Mayor Ted- 
dy Koliek by the participants after 
they had returned to their home 
countries and had time to recan- 
sider the stormy committee meet- 
ing. Of 10 letters seen by this re- 
porter, four have asserted that the 
criticism was either dovbtful or 
largely mistaken; three have main- 
tained that It was correct; and three 
did not address themselves clearly 
on this overall question. 

The plan was better than the 
presentation, wrote one participant 
from Europe. If not for inflamma- 
tory speeches there could have been 
more constructive discussions, he 
-wrote. 

A planner whose expertise has 
been cited by several of the parti- 
cipants also blamed the presenta- 
tion as faulty. His initial reaction 
he said. was that the plan was pre- 
pared by a group which ‘had slept 
through the second third of the 20th 
century. He had on reflection come 
to have substantially more respect 
for the planning team. 


Sentimentalism 


Much of the criticism was con- 
tradictory and cancelled itself out. 
The unanimity of the criticism 
would have largely disappeared, he 
felt, if the critics had been saddled 
with the task of creating 8 con- 
Structive plan. Much of the criti- 

- elsm amounted to arrant sentimen- 
talism which offered no constructive 
solutions to Jerusalem's real prob- 
lems. 

To argue against expansion of 
road favititles, as some of the parti- 
cipants did, the ‘planner said, was 
simply obstructionist. As it was, Je- 
rusalem had fewer roads than it 
Reeds, and ‘additional highways 
would inevitably be necessary. As 
the city grows larger and more af- 
fluent the problem of transporta- 
tion will become extremely difficult 
and it will be impossible to place 
the burden entirely on public trans- 
portation.

Poor presentation 

One of the severest critics at the 
committee meeting conceded in 
his letter that the presentation of 
the plan had been very poor and 
that the critics themseives had 
not expressed their feelings clear- 
ly. For instance, an attack on 
the architecture of Ramat Eshkol 
had begun to souad as if they 
preferred picturesque slums ἴο 
healthy new housing. Nevertheless, 
he said, the architects and plan- 
ers at the meeting were used to 
cutting through to be heart of the 
Poorly presented plans, and what 
they found in the Jerusalem mas- 
ter plan left much to be desired. 
_ There was a great feeling of 
unease, he wrote, about the rela- 
tion of housing to the landscape 
and about insensitivity to the uni- 
que qualities of Jerusalem, Some 
of the things being built in the 
city were appalling. Jerusalem was 
attempting to model itself on a 
European city while ignoring the 
indigenous “Mediterranean form to 
which many cltles' elsewhere in 
the world were now turning. 

There could be no proper master 
plan without full citizens’ involve- 
ment and this was lacking In Je- 
Tusalem. A new master plan team 
was needed with a distinguished 
Planner from abroad at its head.

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U.K. settlers’ conference opens at week-end

HE Hitachdut Ole! Britannia 
(British Settlers Association) 

is holding its 20th anniversary con- 
ference in Tel Aviv starting Sa- 
turdey night. when the main ad- 
dress will be delivered by Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban, who is Hono- 
rary President of the organization. 
The HOB has come a long, way 
Since the days when it was run 
by genteel members drinking tea 
and eating delieate sandwiches. Its 
more robust image reflects both 
the growing immigration from Bri- 
tain and the integration of former 
British immigrants in Israeli so- 
ciety. In a way British immigrants 
are luckier than other groups from 
Western countries. They have two 
set-ups looking after’ them. There 
is the British Zionist Federation's 
Israel Office, directed by Eric Lu- 
eas, which helps out British im- 
migrants with material aid, while 
the HOB tends to the social in- 
tegration of the newcomer. The 
successful combination of these 
two groups — one run by pro- 
fessionals, the other by volunteers, 
plus the specific character of Jews 
who grew up in the United King- 
dom, has led to the successful 
integration of more and more im- 
migrants from the British Isles. 
One small index of the change, at 
least in the H.OB., is that the 
invitation I received for the con- 
ference was written mainly in 
Hebrew with no spelling mistakes,

The conference will be opened 
by the HOB National Chairman, 
Dr. Shimshon Verod, known to all 
and sundry as.

He explains how the HOB sees 
to it that members invite to their 
homes the participants in aliya 
pilot tours from Britain, as well 
as tourlsts and persons attending 
study seminars in IsraeL A most 
important task is to try and help 
new immigrants get over their 
first shock in their new environ- 
ment, and his organization puts 
emphasis on this aspect.

Health Ministry under fire 
FEWER HOSPITAL BEDS 


J lem Post Knesset Reporter - 
Health Minister Victor Shemtoy 
hag a busy day in the Knesset yes- 
terday. Three Members presented 
motions for the agenda on subjects 
ranging from meloutrition, to the 
leck of hospital beds. 

The most serious charges levelled 
against Mr. Shemtoy and ‘tis Mi- 
nistry came from Gahal's Mr. Sim- 
be Ehriich.-who claimed that the 
current sltuation in Israeli hospi- 
tals “defies"the imagination.” There 
are fewer beds, per capita, in the 
country than in Aibania, he said 
In Tel Aviv the position was es- 
pecially bad — 2.5 beds for every 
thousand people. “Elven Iceland has 
twice that average” Mr. Bhrifch 
said. (See “Tel Aviv investigation” 
— below) : 

He went on to describe the ai- 


‘tuation in Tel Aviv's Ichilov Hos- 


pital. Instead of 360 beds, as plan- 
ned, over 500 beds were squeezed 
into the premises. People, sick 
people, were lying in corridors, and 
rooms designed for four patients 
had eight, Men and women were 
‘crowded together and privacy was 
non-existent. “During doctors’ 
rounds” he said, “it has happened 
more than once that people, regard- 
ess of sex, have to get undressed 
in full view of other patients. 

“As far as the Government is con- 
cerne@” Mr. Bhrlich charged, “hos- 
pitals have been relegated to the 
second division.” 

He refrained from criticising 
doctors and nurses, however. “They 
are doing an admirable job under 
terrible conditions,” he said. But 
there are conditions which eves the 
most dedicated among us cannot 
tolerate. If the situation is not im~- 
proved, medical standards will drop 
drastically, Even the most britliant 
professors need minimum conditions 
ian which to perform their “mi- 
racles" he said. : 

Last year only two new hospi 
were built, he said. Next year the 

rate would not -be much 
higher. More people were being born 
than hospital beds added. Within 
ten years, the problem will be twice 
as bad as it is today — if that's 
possible, he lamented. 

Mr. Ehrlich concluded by noting

Tel Aviv probes

TEL AVIV. — The ‘Municipality has 
set up 8. cconmittee to investigate 
reports of extreme overcrowding in 
City" hospitals and to make recom- 
mendations, It Is headed by the 


-Chairman of the Medical Associa- 


tion, Dr. Noah Kaplinsky, and com- 
prises two more physicians — 
Profs. -N. Soferman and T. ‘Wish- 
nitzer — and six city councillors, four 
from the coalition and two from 
the opposition. - 

Interestingly enough, Deputy 
Mayor Klementinovsky, who is re- 
sponsible for city hospitals, is not 
on the committee. 

Tt was charged with completing 
its work by the end of March. 

The city spokesman announced 
yesterday that the Deputy Mayor 
has asked Mayor Pinhas Eylon of 
Holon to withdraw his opposition to 
new regional hospital admittance ar- 
rangements. These would mean that 
patiests from Holon and Bat Yam 
would be sent to the Donollo hos- 
pital in Jaffa, as well as the Assaf 
Harofe and Shmuel Harofeh hos- 
pitals in Be’er Ya'acov and that both 
Ichilov and Hadassah hospitals 
would be closed to Holon and Bat 
Yam patients: 

Mr. Eyton told The Jerusalem 
Post that he had never opposed 
the proposed new arrangements. He 
complained, however, that no one 
had bothered to consult either him 
or Mayor Menahem Rothschild of 
Bat Yam.

Gjebin explains objections 
to health insurance bill

Health Ministry Director-General 
Raphael Gjebin appeared before the 
Knesset Finance Committee yester- 
Way to explain the reasons for his 
resignation, In the course of his 
explanation, he delivered a blister- 
ing criticism of the draft Health 
Tnsurance ~ Law. 

Dr. Giebin, who was invited, with 
his Minister's -consent, te testify 
consideration of the Min- 
istry’s annual budget, declared that 
the draft law aimed ‘at transform- 
ing a Government department (the 
Health Ministry) into a “sub-con- 
tractor of the:*Histadrut’s sick 
fund," Kupat Holl.” * 

Dr. Gjebin .complained that he 
only got the draft ‘after everything 
was settled, in a Laboir alignment 
committee on which the sole medi- 
cal member represented Kupat 
Salim, The 1Bmember council of 
the proposed Health Tnsurance 
“Authority was due to include 13 
representatives of Kupat Holim, 
and only two from the Ministry of 
Bealth, he said. The Ministry, he 
went on, was due to be stripped 
‘of all ita important fynctions, in- 
chiding ementa for the hos- 
pitalisation of Army wounded, and 
for other emergencies. 


“I did not have the slightest 
shadow of doubt, that anybody who 
has respect for himself and.for the 
department ‘he heads, could not 
have anything to do with this draft 
law.” Dr. Gjebin declared. “The 
draft does not perpetuate the pre- 
sent situation. It is 8 huge step 
backward. Except by dolng away 
with restrictions on certain cate- 
gorles of {insured — it will not 
lead to any noticeable Improvement 
in ambulatory services, in hospital 
care, in the links between the two 
spheres, and certainty not in public 
health.” 

The Health Minister, Mr. Victor 
Shemtov, rejected most of Dr. 
Gjebin's comments, The Labour 
Alignment committee included people 
with know-how about health, he 
said. In any case he could not have 
permitted his Director-General to 
be part of the committee. He him- 
self objects to the draft, the Min- 
ister sald. 

‘But Mr. Shemtov also charged 
that Dr. Gjebin was not giving 
the Knesset fhe same reasons for 
his resignation as he had earlier. 
He also charged that Dr. Gjebin 
was wrong in saying that he had 
not been kept fully informed of 
developments In drafting the law. 


Knesset upholds its own 


pay rise 


Knesset Members yesterday found 
themselves in the awkward position 
of having to discuss their earnings 
in public. Following a Knesset Com- 
mittee decision to raise Members’ 
salaries by 25 per cent, the House 
yesterday debated the ethics of the 
imerease. According to the State 
List’s Meir Avizohar, the pay rise, 
and indeed the entire of 
the subject, set a bad example for 
the “public we represent.” 

Mr. Avizohar noted that the rise 
had been decided on at a time when 
the Knesset was on record as op- 
posing the demands of other Ia- 
bour groups. “We told the teachers 
emphatically that we could not grant 
their demands,” he said, “when sud- 
denly we announce that we have 
just granted ourselves an' increase. 
How can the Knesset expect the 
public to respect it, if the House 
does not respect itself." _ . 

Mr. Avizohar was the only Mem- 
ber who felt that the rise was not 
justified. Mr. Moshe Baram (Align- 
ment) asked whether he was not 


entitled to eam “the same as a 
elvil servant,” and wanted to know 
why Mr. Avizohar had decided to 
question the Knesset Committee's 
decision, when "even the press had 
kept silent." 

Mr. Yitzhek Golan of the Inde- 
pendent Liberals, noted that Mem- 
bers had not granted themselves a 
salary increase in over tén years, 
and that their wages were com- 
pletely out of line with prevail- 
ing income patterns. “Hach time 
we brought up the question,” he 
said, “we were told that the time 
was not right.” Israel has been in 
financtal straits for over 20 years, 
and now was as a time as 
any to rectify the anachronism, he 
concluded. a 

Gahal’s Yohanan Bader attacked 
Mr. Avizobar personally, using’ se- 
veral very unparliamentary adjec- 
tives to describe his views. Mr. Uri 
Avnert (Ha’olam Hazeh) said that 
he though it was & good idea to 
raise Members' salaries, quoting a 
host of statistics to prove that Is- 
raeli parliamentarians were among 
the worst paid in the world

Fatah fratricide 
gets life term 


A Hebron Military Court sen- 


tenced five men to prison terms 


ranging from under a year fo life 
imprisonment yesterday for acts of 
murder and terrorism. 

‘The military prosecutor of the 
Judea area, Segen Moshe Farkas, 
told the court that the chief ac- 
cused, Yussuf Amru, 28, of Amman, 
infiltrated across the Jordan and 
Into the Hebron region in January 
1969, together with his brother 
Ahmed, The two hid in a cave and 
proceeded to enlist local people into 
the ranks of El Fatah. They also 
hid quantitles of arms and explo- 
sives in the cave. On two occasions 
they were able to set off explosive 
charges. In Government offices in 
-Hebron, causing extensive damage. 

In April, 1969, the two brothers 
quarrelied and Yussuf killed Abmed, 
He buried bhn with the help of an- 
other accused, 68-year-old Halil 
Muhmad, of ‘Dura. For this act of 
fratricide, Yussuf was sentenced to 
life imprisonment, while Halil Muh- 
mad, who admitted his role as an 
accessory, Was given a suspended 
term. Yussuf told the court that 
he did not regret any of his actions 
“and, with Allah’s help, I wilt con- 
tinue τὸ act against Israel with all 
my strength.” 

The other accused, Ali Amru, 65, 
Bedui Timni, 41, and Ibrahim Omar, 
53, all admitted to charges of ald- 
ing Yussuf Amru, carrying weapons 
and explosives, armed iniiltration, 
and helping and sheltering terror- 
ists. They were given uine months, 
four years, and one year suspended

U.S. Senators: 
reopen Canal
